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To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Members  of 
Cardigan  Borough  Council. 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1963.  In  the 
1962  report,  I stated  that  "complacency  is  the  worst  enemy  of  preventive 
medicine  especially  in  regard  to  infectious  diseases".  During  1962,  there 
was  an  epidemic  of  smallpox  and  in  1963  there  was  an  outbreak  of  typhoid 
involving  over  400  in  Switzerland  and  some  people  from  this  country  were 
involved  in  this.  At  the  time  of  writing  an  outbreak  has  occurred  in 
Aberdeen.  Minor  outbreaks  of  typhoid  have  also  occurred  in  this  country 
in  recent  years  due  to  people  contacting  the  disease  on  the  Continent  and 
returning  to  this  country  during  the  incubation  period.  The  mortality 
from  typhoid  has  diminished  greatly  due  to  improved  therapy,  but  it  is  a 
serious  illness  and  spread  of  the  disease  frequently  occurs  from  infected 
cases  by  faulty  personal  hygiene.  Typhoid,  paratyphoid  and  other  organisms 
can  be  disseminated  through  contaminated  food  - such  food  supplies  being 
contaminated  by  persons  incubating  the  disease  or  symptomless  carriers. 

It  is  in  this  field  of  personal  hygiene  that  much  teaching  is  required. 
Periodically,  posters  supplied  by  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education 
and  Ministry  of  Health  are  distributed  to  all  food  premises  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  whilst,  at  the  same  time,  emphasis  is  laid  on  the  need  to 
conform  with  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  subsequent  regulations.  This 
repetitive  work  takes  up  much  time  but  is  absolutely  essential.  Personal 
hygiene  in  the  homes  is  equally  as  important,  for  many  persons  do  not  wash 
their  hands  after  being  to  the  lavatory  and  public  authorities  should 
consider  supplying  hand  washing  facilities  in  their  public  lavatories  free 
of  charge. 

I must  also  draw  your  attention  to  another  infectious  disease,  namely 
venereal  disease.  The  incidence  of  this  disease  is  rising  throughout  the 
country  and  both  adolescents  and  adults  should  be  told  that  sexual  promiscuity 
eventually  leads  to  venereal  infection. 

Fluoridation  was  a topic  much  discussed  during  the  year  and  the  Council 
has  made  its  decision.  A recent  paper  published  in  the  United  States  suggested 
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that  fluoridation  of  public  water  supplies  might  be  the  cause  of  mongolism 
in  children.  This  has  been  firmly  repudiated  by  many  other  studies,  (in 
June,  It  64,  the  Birmingham  City  Council  commenced  fluoridation  of  its  public 

water  supply). 

The  total  population  figure  living  within  the  area  remains  virtually 
the  same.  The  birth  rate  is  a little  below  the  national  rate  for  this 
year  and  the  death  rate  is  above  the  national  rate. 

The  Council  should  be  congratulated  on  its  housing  policy  in  general 
and  especially  on  the  erection  of  bungalows  for  the  more  elderly^  such 
people  are  valuable  members  of  any  community. 

There  were  no  epidemics  of  infectious  diseases  during  the  year  and 
only  two  casesof  tuberculosis  were  notified. 

A detailed  report,  including  a very  comprehensive  report  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspector,  will  be  found  in  the  following  pages.

Bu  i farwolaeth  oddiwrth  typhoid  leihau'n  enfawr  o gael 
gwell  therapi,  ond  salwch  difrifol  yw,  ac  ymleda'r  clefyd  yn  ami  oddiwrth 
bobl  heintus  trwy  ddiffyg  glendid  personol.  fe  ledaena  typhoid,  paratyphoid 
ac  organebau  eraill  trwy  fwyd  llygredig  - llygru'r  bwyd  gan  rai'n  deori'r 
clefyd,  neu  gludwyr  di-arwydd.

1 . WATER 


The  Borough  derives  its  mains  water  supply  from  two  local  sources, 
Crugefa  and  Bryn.  These  sources  are  augmented  by  the  Teify  Pools  supply 
All  supplies  are  chlorinated.  The  Water  Board  commenced  work  on  the 
replacement  of  6"  and  4"  water  mains  in  Pendre,  and  completed  mains 
extension  on  the  Maesglas  housing  estate. 

The  following  details  are  supplied  by  the  Water  Boards- 

(i)  The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  both  in 
quality  and  quantity. 

(ii)  48  Mo.  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  Bryn  and  Crugefa 
water  were  made  with  the  following  resultss- 

41  Mo.  - excellent. 

7 Mo.  - unsatisfactory. 

In  addition  16  Mo.  were  taken  of  the  Cwmdegwel  source  as  follows; 

3 No.  - excellent. 

13  No.  - unsatisfactory. 

All  consumers  on  this  source  have  been  warned  to  boil  all  water 
before  drinking. 

(iii)  Chemical  analysis  shows  the  supply  to  be  practically  neutral 
in  reaction. 

(iv)  Number  of  dwelling  houses  supplied  from;- 

(a)  public  water  mains  1213  - population  4351. 

(b)  by  means  of  standpipes  17  - population  60.

2.  DRAINAGE  A HP  SEWERAGE 


Routine  maintenance  work  was  carried  out  during  the  year  to  all 
existing  sewers.  The  work  consisted  mainly  of  maintenance  to  flap 
valves  to  the  main  sewer  outfalls.  Considerable  time  was  also  spent 
on  the  maintenance  of  a number  of  storm  water  culverts. 
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The  arrangements  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  within  the 
Borough  are  considered  adequate  - the  built-up  parts  being  served  by 
a water  carriage  system  whilst  outlying  dwellings  are  served  by  septic 
tank. 


The  Council's  Public  Health  Committee  gave  further  consideration 
to  the  existing  sewage  disposal  arrangements,  and  instructions  were  given 
to  Messrs.  Ward  Ashcroft  and  Parkman,  Consultant  Civil  Engineers, 
Liverpool,  to  prepare  a report  on  the  problem  of  sewage  treatment  in 
the  Borough.  The  report  was  received  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  has  not 
yet  been  considered  by  the  Council. 

3 .  PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


The  town  is  well  served  by  the  following  public  conveniences  3- 

Market  Yard  (rear  of  Guildhall). 

Chancery  Lane. 

Feidrfair. 

Bath-house  Car  Park. 

Victoria  Gardens. 

During  the  year,  public  conveniences  to  serve  the  Bridgend  area 
were  completed. 

Despite  regular  maintenance  and  cleaning,  there  is  much  misuse 
of  the  facilities  provided  in  the  various  public  conveniences.  Due  to 
damage,  the  Netpool  conveniences  were  permanently  closed  in  July. 

4.  POLLUTION  OF  RIVERS,  ETC. 

As  a result  of  a number  of  informal  notices,  there  was  a marked 
improvement  in  the  practice  of  depositing  refuse  in  various  watercourses. 
There  are  no  offensive  trades  within  the  Borough. 

5.  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 


A number  of  dwellings  were  converted  to  a water  carriage  system 
during  the  year. 

A number  of  dwellings  were  also  provided  with  bathrooms  and  facilities 
for  the  disposal  of  waste  water  - the  work  in  most  instances  being  grant 
aided  under  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1909  and  the  Housing 
(Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1958. 

During  the  year,  a number  of  improvements  were  carried  out  to 
sanitary  accommodation  in  catering  establishments  and  also  in  licenced 
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premises.  The  work  was  required  in  order  to  comply  with  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations,  1955, 

6 . PUBLIC  CLEANS  IMG 

The  service  is  covered  by  direct  labour  over  the  whole  of  the 
Borough  and  mechanical  transport  is  used.  Collection  is  made  twice 
weekly  in  all  the  built-up  areas  and  once  a fortnight  in  the  outlying 
areas.  This  arrangement  is  satisfactory  and  the  work  well  organised. 
Despite  regular  collection,  however,  persons  persist  in  depositing 
refuse  on  the  sides  of  streets  and  open  spaces. 

The  practice  of  depositing  car  bodies,  particularly  in  the  Lower 
Mwldan  area,  has  become  increasingly  prevalent  - and  it  appears  that 
Statutory  action  by  the  Council  will  be  necessary. 

The  Jouncil  has  resolved  to  enforce  Section  75  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  requiring  owners  or  occupiers  to  provide  suitable  regulation 
dustbins.  All  manner  of  receptacles  are  being  employed  and  refuse  and 
garbage  is  often  blown  about  whilst  awaiting  collection. 

All  the  highways  receive  weekly  cleansing  - a contribution  towards 
the  cost  being  made  by  the  County  Council  in  respect  of  main  roads. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  - (by  cut  and  fill 
methods)  on  land  at  Cwmprice,  Verwig.  The  site  lies  outside  the  built- 
up  area,  and  the  use  of  a refuse  trailer  offsets  the  extra  length  of 

haul  to  tip. 

The  quantity  of  house  and  trade  refuse  collected  during  the  year 
has  been  ascertained,  together  with  the  composition  of  house  refuse. 

The  amount  of  house  refuse  collected  amounted  to  2,394  cons,  which 
allows  for  approximately  12  cwts,  per  head  of  population,  or  1 ton  6 cwts 

per  house. 

The  following  unit  costs  of  collection  and  disposal  have  been 

ascertained: - 


Net  cost  per  ton  35/- 

Net  cost  per  1,000  premises  per  year  ......  £1,130. 


Net  cost  per  1,000  population  per  year  ....  £565. 

A separate  collection  of  TRADE  refuse  (paper  and  cardboard)  was  made, 
and  a total  of  418  tons  was  collected.  The  trade  refuse  is  disposed  of  by 
incineration. 


. 
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Section  73  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  provides  that  a Local 
Authority  shall  make  reasonable  charges  for  removing  trade  refuse.  Mo 
charge  is  made  at  present  and  in  view  of  the  increasing  amount  of  trade 
refuse  and  the  problems  of  disposal,  the  Council  should  again  consider 
making  a charge. 

A survey  which  was  carried  out  indicated  the  composition  of  house 

refuse  as  followss- 


Combustible  matter  (paper,  wooden  boxes,  rags)  30% 

Organic  matter  (waste  food,  bones,  offal  and  garbage)  ...  40% 

Mineral  matter  (tins,  glass,  ashes)  20% 

Other  matter 10% 


The  figures  show  a high  proportion  of  combustible  matter,  which  if 
separ.  -ed  could  be  b^.st  disposed  of  by  incineration. 

The  site  of  the  previous  refuse  tip  at  the  rear  of  the  slaughter 
house  has  been  sealed  and  final  reclaiming  of  the  site  of  the  old  clay 
pits  has  been  carried  out  by  depositing  non-putrescible  material  such 
as  builders  waste,  etc.  The  site  thus  reclaimed  has  a total  area  of 
approximately  3.409  acres.

b.  HOUSING  (MNAHCIAL  PROVISIONS)  ACT  1958 

Section  30  of  the  Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1958  gives 
the  Council  discretionary  power  to  make  grants  up  to  a maximum  of  £400 
or  half  the  cost  of  approved  work  towards  the  cost  of  improving  dwelling 

houses . 

Ho  applications  for  discretionary  grants  ’were  received  during  1963. 

9 . HOUSE  PURCHASE  AwD  HOUSING  ACT  1959 

Under  Section  4 of  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959,  the 
Council  are  obliged  to  make  grants  to  house  owners  and  certain  leaseholders 
up  to  a maximum  of  0155  for  installing  five  basic  improvements,  viz.  bath, 
wash-hand  basin,  water  closet,  hot  water  system,  and  food  store.

9d  per  calf  or  pig. 

6d  per  sheep  or  larnb. 

The  number  of  visits  to  carry  out  meat  inspection  during  the  year  was  319. 

Sanitary  conditions  at  the  Slaughterhouse  were  not  at  all  times 
maintained  in  accordance  with  the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations,  1958. 

The  attention  of  the  Cardigan  Butchers  Buying  Group  was  drawn  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Regulations  and  the  penalties  for  contravent ion 

thereof .
